member has had the privilege of 
appearing on the silver screen with 
any of the Village People, nor have 
any been directed by the late great 
Nancy Davis — but the lessons to be 
learned from this administration — if 
one were to consciously adopt them 
and make them a regular part of 
their everyday life — are practical 
and — most importantly of all — well 
suited to the practice of law and 
furthering the demeanor of the pro¬ 
fession. As one noted ex-Delaware 
Chief Justice once said: “Don’t just 
avoid impropriety — avoid the ap¬ 
pearance of impropriety . .

So, without further introduc¬ 
tion, these are 5 of the 10 habits 
necessary for being an effective at¬ 
torney: 

Habit 1: If you see it — and you 
want it — take it! 

A good attorney under¬ 
stands the power of eminent do¬ 
main. If you want to climb the ladder 



of success from being a measly as¬ 
sociate to smoking stogies with the 
big guns as a senior partner, you've 
got to grab all the power and oppor¬ 
tunities that you can get.

I have just built a new castle and 
need to create a sense of history by 
recovering this artifact that I had once 
forgotten. The people will miss it not!” 

But the next day the king had a 
change of heart. “But what if the people 
do miss it? They might cease to wor¬ 
ship me as their king. I do not wish to 
part with my oak table, but I also do not 
wish to lose the admiration of those who 
genuflect to me ..." At that point, one 
of the king's subordinates came along 
— a clever bespeckled fellow who 
sought to please the king. “King — I 
have located for you yet another forgot¬ 
ten artifact — a second oak table which 
is in the possession of one of your 
scholarly publications. We had sought 
to rid ourselves of it years ago when we 
were attempting to conform with the 
‘modness’ of our old castle, but now it is 
of much value to us and can aid us in 
establishing the appearance of history in 
your new digs.”

up the mistake — let's say on letter¬ 
head — other students might think that 
a mistake has actually occurred 

Habit 3: Create a new image to 
impress aU of the major partners. 

People feel more comfort¬ 
able being around people who re¬ 
mind them of themselves at a 
younger stage in life. Therefore, if 
your partners root for the Cubs, you 
root for the Cubs.

REVIEW 

I just started read¬ 
ing “The Advocate’s 
Devil” by Alan Der- 
showitz. I picked it 
up in hardback for 
only $4.99 at the sale 
table at B. Dalton, 
mostly because of 
the name. 

I am about 100 
pages into it at this 
point, and there are 
several things I can 
tell you about it. 

First, it reads like 
an ethics class text¬ 
book. As the protag¬ 
onist suffers ethical 
dilemma after ethical 
dilemma, he uses 
historic legal cases, 
all of which are much 
more common to 
lawyers than he’d 
have you believe, to 
gain insight into what 
he should do. 
Frankly, I find his 
complicated dilem¬ 
mas simple and his 
simple dilemmas 
more complicated. 

In addition, his 
protagonist, seem¬ 
ingly a seasoned 
lawyer, is emotion¬ 
ally unstable as he 
tries to ignore the 
mounting evidence 
of his client’s guilt 
while urging his as¬ 
sociates, to whom he 
proclaims his client’s 
presumed innocence 
incessantly, to 
gather more guilty 
evidence. 

All in all, a pretty 
pedantic first novel, 
although it does dis¬ 
cuss Mike Tyson’s 
case, explaining how 
he’s innocent. 

I give it a 5 out of 
a possible 10.
